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THE  STATE  CIVIL  SERVICE  COMMISSION'S 

REPORT 


AJ.BJLSY,  N.  Y.,  April  19,  1920 
To  the  Oovemor: 

Three  important  recommendations  concerning  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  have  been  made  recently  by  groups  of  citizens  who 
have  given  special  study  to  the  possible  betterment  of  the  organi- 
zation of  the  State  Government.  These  reeonmiendations  are  as 
follows: 

The  Constitutional  Convention  of  1915,  over  which  Elihu 
Root  presided,  proposed  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  should 
be  a  constitutional  independent  State  department ; 

The  report  of  the  Beconstruction  Commission,  of  which  Abram 
L  Elkus  was  the  head,  favored  the  consolidation  of  many  gov- 
ernmental agencies  now  existing,  but  advocated  the  continuance 
of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  as  a  separate  body; 

And  later  stiU,  the  State  Retrenchment  Committee  of  the  City 
Club  of  New  York,  in  a  report  submitted  by  Charles  E.  Hughes, 
Chairman,  urged  anew  the  proposition  that  the  Constitution 
should  provide  that  the  State  Civil  Service  Commisioners  shall 
be  removable  by  the  Governor  only  upon  formal  charges  and  after 
a  hearing. 

These  recommendations,  from  sources  so  distinguished,  war- 
rant, at  the  beginning  of  this  report  for  the  year  1919,  a  concise 
presentation  of  the  character  of  the  duties  and  extent  of  the  work 
of  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 


WORK  OF  THE  COMMISSION 

Duties  and  work  may  be  summarized  as:  (1)  Certification  of 
payrolls;  (2)  Classification  of  positions,  determination  of  char- 
acter and  scope  of  examinations,  holding  examinations  and  estab- 
lishing therefrom  lists  of  eligibles  for  appointment  and  promo- 
tion and,  in  connection  with  promotions  administering  the  Serv- 
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ice  Records  Law;  and  (3)  Supervision  of  municipal  civil  service 
conunissionfi. 

1.  Certification  of  PayroUs^  Each  time  any  person  in  the 
classified  service  is  to  receive  pay,  the  legality  of  his  appointment 
under  the  Civil  Service  Law  must  be  certified  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission.  This  certification,  it  is  to  be  noted,  has  relationship 
solely  to  civil  service  legality  of  appointment  Only  indirectly, 
and  then  chiefly  in  promotions,  has  any  civil  service  commission 
in  the  Stat«  of  New  York  to  do  with  rates  of  pay. 

Safeguaeb  to  Public  Funds, 

The  statute  declares : 

It  shall  be  uidawfal  for  the  oomptioller  or  any  other  fiscal 
officer  of  the  State  or  of  any  civil  division  or  city  thereof  for 
which  civil  service  rules  have  been  prescribed,  to  issue  a  war- 
rant for  the  payment  of  salary  or  compensation  to  any  person 
in  the  classified  service  unless  a  payroll  containing  the  name 
of  the  person  to  be  paid  shall  bear  the  certificate  of  a  civil 
service  commission,  that  the  person  named  has  been  ap- 
pointed, prixnoted  or  employed  pursuant  to  the  civil  service 
law.  Any  sum  paid  contrary  to  such  statute  may  be  recov- 
ered from  any  officer  signing  a  warrant  for  the  payment,  and 
from  the  sureties  on  his  official  bond  in  an  action  in  the 
supreme  court  maintained  by  a  citizen  who  has  paid  a  tax. 

Certification  under  this  statute  necessitates  a  detailed  examina- 
tion by  the  State  Commission,  in  most  cases  twice  each  month,  of 
the  legality  of  the  appearance  of  each  name  on  substantially  all 
State  payrolls  and  accounts  for  personal  service.  The  names  of 
about  24,000  persons,  mostly  in  clerical  and  allied  occupations, 
are  carried  on  such  rolls,  and  in  the  past  year  their  pay  aggregated 
more  than  $27,000,000. 

The  possibility  of  recovery  from  Civil  Service  Commissioners 
for  erroneous  certification  of  pay  has  been  advanced  but  has  not 
been  brought  before  the  courts  for  decision.  Such  a  possibility 
adds  to  the  responsibility  borne  by  civil  service  commissions 
throughout  the  State. 

In  probable  saving  and  in  aiding  the  general  observance  of  the 
Civil  Service  Law,  this  requirement  of  payroll  certification  is  of 
great  value.     This  payroll  relationship,  therefore,  is  to  be  con- 
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aidered  among  the  most  important  administratiye  functions  of  the 
ConunissicHi. 

2.  Classification  and  Examination.    The  Constitution,  in  Arti- 
cle V,  section  9,  says: 

Appointments  and  ppomoti^ms  in  the  civil  service  of  the 
State,  and  of  all  the  civil  divisions  thereof,  including  cities 
and  villages,  shall  be  made  according  to  merit  and  fitness  to 
be  ascertained,  so  far  as  practicable,  by  examination,  which, 
so  far  as  practicable,  shall  be  competitive, 

Camplyiug  therewith,  the  Civil  Service  Law,  in  section  14,  in 
part  provides : 

Appointment  shall  be  made  to  all  positions  in  the  com- 
petitive cla^  by  appointment  from  among  those  graded 
highest  in  open  competitive  examinations  conducted  by  the 
State  or  municipal  commissions.  , 

The  State  Commission  under  this  authority  determines  basic 
questions  of  classification  of  positions,  i.  e.,  whether  they  shall  be 
in  the  easanpt,  competitive,  noncompetitive,  or  labor  class,  these 
determinations  taking  effect  upon  approval  by  the  Governor.  The 
Commission  thereafter  fixes  the  scope  and  methods  of  examina- 
tion, carries  on  the  examination  at  convenient  localities,  and  rates 
the  eligibility  of  candidates  fox  entrance  into,  and  for  promotion 
in,  the  State  service. 

Almost  16,000  Examined 

During  the  past  year,  the  character  and  work  of  more  than 
1,000  different  positions  were  considered  and  the  qualifications 
of  nearly  16,000  persons  were  passed  upon.  Associated  with  this 
work  is  the  decision  of  questions  of  transfer,  of  reinstatement, 
and  of  appeal  from  ratings,  and  the  consideration  of  many  other 
matters  involving  interpretation  of  the  law  and  rules. 

In  addition,  under  section  46  of  the  Civil  Service  Law,  there 
is  now  required  to  be  reported  to  the  Commission  every  four 
months  from  all  State  departments  and  agencies,  except  the  legis- 
lative and  two  or  three  other  branches,  a  service  record  for  each 
employee  subject  to  promotion.  This  record  must  be  used  by 
the  Commission  in  promotion  examinations  as  a  basis  for  any 
advancement. 
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Classification  and  examination,  in  general  terms,  may  be  con- 
sidered the  chief  constructive  and  quasi  judicial  functions  of  the 
Commission. 

3.  Supervision  of  Municipal  Commissions.  The  State  Commis- 
sion has  authority  to  appoint  city  civil  service  commissioners 
in  case  a  mayor  fails  to  do  so;  to  remove  such  commission- 
ers on  charges  after  a  hearing,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor, 
and  to  appoint  their  successors.  No  classification  or  rule  of  a 
city  commission  can  go  into  effect  imtil  approved  by  the  State 
Commission,  and  by  the  State  Commission  substantially  any  city 
rule  may  be  amended  or  rescinded.  This  relationship  to  munici- 
palities involves  examination  periodically  of  the  records  of  all 
city  commissions,  together  with  a  constant  consideration  of  the 
problems  of  the  mimicipal  conduct  of  affairs  as  affected  by  the 
merit  system.  By  the  proper  and  friendly  fulfillment  of  this 
supervisory  function,  greater  assurance  is  given  of  the  observance 
throughout  the  State  of  the  competitive  merit  priuciples  as  laid 
down  in  the  Constitution,  and  unity  and  improvement  of  pro- 
cedure tend  to  be  established  to  the  benefit  of  both  the  State  and 
the  municipal  services. 

The  work  of  civil  service  commissions  in  all  the  cities  of  the 
State  is  periodically  inspected  by  the  State  Commission.  In  the 
year  past,  19  cities,  referred  to  in  detail  hereafter,  have  been 
personally  visited.  Contact  with  other  cities  has  been  kept  by 
detailed  reports  and  correspondence. 

It  is  readily  seen  that  in  performance  of  the  work  above  out- 
lined, administrative,  quasi  judicial,  constructive,  and  supervisory 
action  is  demanded  of  the  State  Commission ;  sometimes  each  of 
these  functions  is  exercised  separately,  but  more  often  they  ap- 
pear in  combination. 

II 

SAVING  TO  THE  STATE 

Does  the  merit  system  save  money  for  the  State  ?  In  answer- 
ing this  question,  all  alleged  moral  benefit  will  be  disregarded  and 
consideration  will  be  given  only  to  costs  of  service  as  indicated 
in  contrasted  groups  of  classified  and  unclassified  positions. 
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IjisJanrt'S  of  the  superiority  of  certain  individual  competitive 
dorks  over  certain  exempt  employees,  and  vice  versa  of  the 
superiority  of  some  excellent  exempt  men  over  some  inefficient 
competitive  employees,  are  doubtless  known  to  all  who  are  con- 
versant with  the  public  service.  Yet,  it  has  been  hitherto  found 
difficult  to  present  data  to  support  general  conclusions  as  to  costs 
when  work  of  employees  selected  by  competitive  examinations  has 
been  compared  with  work  of  those  not  so  selected. 

"No  Implied  Cbiticism 

■ 

Pirst,  it  is  clearly  to  be  understood  that  in  what  is  here  pre- 
sented there  is  no  implied  criticism,  political  or  otherwise,  of  any 
branch,  board,  or  agency  of  State,  city,  or  county  government.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  both  of  the  principal  political  parties  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  conduct  of  sections  of  the  service  which  will  be 
referred  to  and,  in  the  relationship  of  these  parties  to  civil  em- 
ployment, both  have  records  which,  looked  at  from  the  point  of 
view  of  costs,  are  in  part  to  be  approved  and  in  part  to  be  quesr 
tioned.  The  Civil  Service  Commission  believes  it  submits  facts 
which  show  tendencies  fairly  to  be  expected  to  develop  whenever 
public  employees  are  appointed  for  other  than  competitive  merit 
reasons.  And  second,  the  purpose  here  is  not  to  support  any 
theory  but  to  indicate  tendencies  and  translate  such  tendencies 
as  may  appear  into  terms  in  which  taxes  are  paid,  namely,  into 
dollars  and  cents.  While  moral  speculations  deservedly  have 
weight  and  may  well  be  considered  in  a  wide  discussion,  it  is 
felt  that  in  this  report  the  field  should  be  definitely  limited  and 
that  the  economic  bearing  of  the  question  will  particularly  at 
this  time  more  distinctly  appeal  to  the  State  at  larga 

In  New  York,  the  State  Income  Tax  begins  this  year  to  be 
levied.  It  is  a  tax  which  directly  touches  a  large  number  of 
citizens.  It  applies  in  many  cases  even  to  incomes  of  $1,000. 
And  more  than  ever  this  year  it  has  come  widely  to  be  realized 
that  cost  in  government  reaches  all  persons  indirectly  in  increased 
costs  of  food,  clothing,  and  rent.  These  increases  are  felt  what- 
ever may  be  the  citizen's  resources  or  occupation  and  wherever 
may  be  his  residence.     Under  these  conditions,  costs  of  govern- 
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meat  have  taken  on  a  new  aspect  in  New  York  and  all,  whether 
taxpayers  directly  or  taxpayers  by  indirection,  are  now  concerned. 
The  Civil  Serviee  Law  requires  an  annual  report  by  the  Com- 
mission to  the  Governor,  for  transmission  to  the  Legislature, 
whifih  xeport,  among  other  things,  shall  show  the  '^  practical 
6fiects  "  of  the  rules.  It  ia  in  aceopdance  with  «aoh  requirement- 
that  the  showii^  of  costs  is  presented 

Legislative  Employees  Unclassified 

In  establishing  the  merit  system,  Ae  State  Constitution  de- 
clared that  lawB  were  to  be  passed  to  carry  the  system  into  effect. 
By  authority  of  the  law,  all  departmental  employees  of  the  State 
and  of  its  civil  divisioujs  and  cities,  are  in  the  dasified  service. 
And,  by  specific  designatian  of  law,  all  legislative  officers  and 
emcployees  axe  in  the  unclassified  service.  This  latter  designation 
ailects  county  and  city  as  well  as  State  legislative  bodies. 
Empioyees  of  the  State  Senftte  and  Assembly,  of  coxmty  boards  of 
su|>ervisoxs,  and  of  city  boards  of  aldermen  are  thus  removed  from 
the  operation  of  the  oonstitutional  competitive  plan.  Incidentally, 
it  should  be  said  that  the  constitutionality  of  the  law  exempting 
State,  county,  and  city  legislative  employees  from  competitive 
examination  has  often  been  questioned,  but  has  never  been  pre- 
sented for  judicial  determination. 

One  considerable  group  of  employees  thus  appears  as  outside 
the  constitutional  competitive  merit  system  of  appointment  and, 
on  the  other  hand,  substantially  all  administrative,  regulative,  and 
judicial  employees  are  found  within  that  system.  This  situation 
affords  an  opportunity  to  place  side  by  side  a  large  number  of 
employees  personally  appointed  and  large  groups  serving  under 
the  merit  system,  and  to  see  what  results  are  disclosed  in  each 
group  as  to  expenditure  for  similar  amoimt  of  work  performed. 

The  New  York  State  *^  Bequests  for  Appropriations,  1920, 
filed  with  the  Governor,  the  Comptroller  and  the  Legislative  Bud- 
get Committee"  makes  a  printed  book  of  1,057  pages.  These 
public  requests  show,  among  other  things,  the  salary  of  each  State 
position,  usually  giving,  except  in  the  case  of  legislative  positions, 
the  name  of  the  incumbent,  and  for  each  bureau  or  agency  is 
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recapitulated  among  ether  things  the  total  cost  of  personal  service. 
Taxpayers  owe  a  debt  of  aj^recialioa  to  the  L^;iBlatiTa  Sttdget 
Committee  and  otheci  who  have  so  well  devised  this  ocderlj  and 
admirable  oosnpilation. 

CalcaLation  of  ooate  made  in  this  report  is  based  genanlly  upoa 
information  detdved  from  die  sdbedule  of  expenditixrea  for  lftl9 
aj^eazing  throughout  the  taUes  of  the  valuaUe  compilation  above 
referred  to.  On  the  one  hand  axe  considered  the  cjafflififtd 
employees  imdudiag  deputies  (titka  shown  in  cdnsin  2,  namea  in 
oohmm  9  on  varions  pages  of  ^'  Bequests  for  Appropriatzms  ^^),in 
large  and  repreaeatotive  departments^  the  days  of  their  actual 
serrioe  in  eaeh  year  under  customary  office  eonditions^  and  the 
amount  of  their  oranpeaiaatian  (shown  in  column  4).  On  tim 
other  hand  ute  taken  into  consi/ieration  the  number  of  State  legis- 
lative offieersy  derka,  stenogra^kbers,  dood:eepers,  janitors,  and 
pages  (titles  shown  in  column  2,  pages  42-57) ,  the  amount  otf  their 
campeaaation  (shown  in  column  4),  the  average  hours  of  service 
a  darf  and  the  de^s  of  adaxal  sendae  in  1^  year^  inohidang  week 
done  before,  during,  and  after  the  session. 

1883  vsssns  1919 

A  concrete  though  @i:treme  instance  of  tibe  tendency  to  inereaae 
where  positions  are  unclassified,  is  shown  in  tixs  fbUowzng  appro* 
priation  bill  and  budget  compilation  facts.  It  is  not  dadmed  the 
increase  shown  in  this  instance  is  repeated  eisewhere,  and  ikB  facts 
are  cited  men^  as  an  indication  of  what  may  take  place  outsid&  ccf 
the  competitive  system.  In  18B3  (see  page  080,  chapter  491, 
Law»  of  1888),  it  appears  tliat  it  required  six  legislativB 
employees,  wmddngten  days  each,  and  receiving  in  ail  $860,  to  do 
legislative  work  beyond  the  actual  limits  of  the  session.  In  the 
year  1919,  the  budget  requeets  (see  columns  3,  4,  and  6,  pages  43, 
44,  46,  49  and  50)  show  that  beyond  the  number  of  persons  wodc- 
ing  during  the  110  days  representing  the  regular  session  there  were 
apparently  employed  115  persons  from  8  to  255  days  each,  at  a 
total  cost  of  $63,484.54.  In  other  words,  in  1919  it  took  nineteen 
timea  aa  many  employees  and  it  took  176  times  as  much  money  as 
in  1883  for  pCTSonal  service  outside  the  regular  session. 
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iio  One  Pabtt  Responsible 

From  examination  of  appropriation  bills,  comptrollers'  reports^ 
and  l^islative  records,  through  successive  years,  the  increase  seems 
to  have  been  regularly  progressive.  Nor,  is  any  one  political 
party  exclusively  responsible  for  such  increases,  for  while  some- 
times one  and  sometimes  the  other  party  has  been  in  the  majority, 
the  number  of  employees  and  the  total  amount  paid  has  grown 
larger  in  substantially  every  year  during  the  period  from  1883  to 
1919,  except  possibly  during  the  last  two  or  three  years,  in  which 
changes  from  the  temporary  to  the  permanent  force  apparently 
have  occurred  and,  so,  make  comparisons  difficult 

New  York  State  about  doubled  in  population  in  the  thirty- 
seven  years  imder  consideration,  the  Legislature  was  enlai^ed 
from  150  to  201  members,  and  the  number  of  laws  passed  in 
1919  was  650,  as  against  623  in  1883.  The  session  of 
1883  lasted  from  January  2,  ta  May  4,  123  days,  while 
that  of  1919  was  from  January  1,  to  April  19,  and  one 
day — June  16,  additional — ^making  110  days  in  all.  But  all  these 
elements  taken  together  hardly  seem  sufficent  to  account  for  an 
increase  in  cost  from  $360  in  1883,  to  $63,484.54  in  1919  for  wh^t 
appears  to  be  the  same  type  of  work.  The  suggestion  certainly 
does  not  seem  out  of  the  way  that  the  fact  that  this  group  of  em- 
ployees was  outside  the  competitive  system  may  account  for  much 
of  the  increase. 

To  give  detailed  figures  of  comparisons  of  the  groups  of  classi- 
fied and  unclassified  service  considered,  would  require  much  space 
and,  in  view  of  the  printed  budget  requests,  further  publication  is 
not  deemed  necessary.  The  Commission,  however,  feels  clearly 
justified  in  the  conclusion  that  the  average  annual  pay  of  the  (un- 
classified) group  of  legislative  employees,  on  the  basis  of  hours 
and  days  of  work  given,  is  between  three  and  four  times  that  of 
the  average  annual  pay  of  the  (classified)  employees  in  the  depart- 
mental service  taken  as  a  whole. 

Causes  of  Disceepanoy 

That  a  cause  exists  for  some  discrepancy  of  pay  between  the 
dassified  departmental  and  the  unclassified  legislative  employees, 
is  dear.     The  legislative  employment  is  seasonal,  it  takes  a  part 
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out  of  the  middle  of  each  week  while  the  session  lasts^  and  the  work 
is  irregular,  and  part  of  the  time  at  night.  Again,  the  legislative 
employee  doee  not  have  the  fairly  certain  year  to  year  tenure  of  em- 
ployment that  most  classified  employees  enjoy,  for  his  employment 
often  ceases  with  a  change  in  the  political  complexion  of  the  Leg- 
islature as  a  whole,  or  with  the  election  of  a  new  representative 
from  the  district  in  which  the  employee  resides  or  to  which  he  is 
apportioned.  Then,  too,  he  has  no  opportunity  of  transfer  to 
other  State  positions,  and  he  gains  little  training  or  clerical  knowl- 
edge which  will  make  him  valuable  in  private  employ,  and,  finally, 
he  does  not  have  the  more  or  less  definite  possibility  of  promotion 
that  exists  in  the  departmental  service  for  experience  and  senior- 
ity, and  as  a  reward  for  that  devotion  to  duty  which  is  exhibited 
in  a  service  record.  Yet,  all  these  disadvantages  hardly  seem  to 
be  an  adequate  reason  for  a  compensation  in  this  unclassified 
service  of  from  three  to  four  times  that  paid  for  like  extent  of 
service  in  classified  positions  demanding  equal  abilities. 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  has  no  criticism  to  make  of  rates 
of  pay  established  for  any  group,  but  it  feels  that  the  facts  pre- 
sented reasonably  indicate,  even  if  it  may  be  thought  they  do  not 
conclusively  demonstrate,  that  the  competitive  merit  system  in  all 
probability  results  in  a  saving  for  the  State  amoimting  to  many 
thousands  of  dollars. 

The  figures  published  by  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  where  legis- 
lative employees  have  in  recent  years  been  classified  and  selected 
by  competitive  examination,  support  the  conclusion  above  indi- 
cated, namely,  that  costs  for  clerical  work  are  much  less  where  the 
oompetitive  merit  system  applies. 

Only  One  in  Onb  Hundred 

Statistics  gathered  by  the  Commission  show  that  in  New  York 
State  approximately  68,677  persons  occupy  positions  considered 
as  coming  within  the  range  of  competitive  examination  and 
receive  pay  for  personal  service  in  State,  city,  county,  and  village 
employ.  The  enumeration  includes  bureau  heads,  clerks,  police- 
men, firemen,  and  similiar  positions  properly  subject  to  competitive 
examinations,  and  excludes  elective  and  higher  appointive  officers, 
teachers,  and  manual  laborers.     Comparing  the  figures  68,677 
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with  the  figures  of  the  whole  population  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
it  appears  that  but  one  individual  in  about  each  100  persons  of 
wage-earning  age  occupies  such  a  civil  service  position  and,  so, 
receives  public  wages.  Those  wages  the  other  ninly-nine  supply. 
If  the  one  receiving  the  wages  is  not  intelligent  and  industrious, 
the  money  of  the  ninety-nine  is  wasted  and  the  work  the  ninety- 
nine  want  dcMie  is  neglected.  In  other  words,  the  interest  of 
ninety-nine  out  of  every  100  mature  citizens,  both  men  and  wcnnen 
considered,  lies  in  the  wide  application  and  the  faithful  observ- 
ance of  the  Civil  Service  Law,  Should  not  then  ninety-nine  out 
of  every  100  wage  earners  and  taxpayers  have  more  than  ever  a 
definite  purpose  in  assuring  themselves  that  the  merit  system  in 
appointments  and  in  promotions  prevails?  As  the  direct  and 
indirect  city,  county.  State,  and  Federal  tax  burden  increases, 
should  not  this  great  majority  make  its  influence  felt  in  support  of 
that  method  of  selecting  public  employees  which  tends  to  put  to 
the  front  character,  ability  »nd  industry  and,  so,  to  get  the  most 
satisfactory  return  from  what  is  now  an  extremely  large  item  in 
public  expenditure?  Certainly,  if  that  majority  comprehends  its 
true  relationship  to  the  merit  system,  it  will  never  tolerate  a 
retreat  from  what  has  been  attained,  nor  will  it  countotinnce  new 
preferences  which  will  impair  the  value  of  the  existing  civil  serv- 
ice constitutional  provision. 

Ill 

SERVICE  RECORDS 

Capital  City  Council  No.  98,  a  branch  of  the  Civil  Service 
Association  of  the  State,  held  a  well  attended  meeting  in  Chancel- 
lors Hall,  Education  Building,  on  December  10,  1919,  at  which 
the  Service  Record  Law  and  Rules  were  considered.  Upon  the 
invitation  of  the  Council,  the  President  of  the  Commission  briefly 
reviewed  the  origin  and  purpose  of  the  law  and  answered  more 
than  100  questions  that  had  been  submitted  in  writing  or  were 
asked  orally.  This  and  other  conferences  with  agency  heads  and 
employees  have  brought  about  a  better  comprehension  of  the 
Service  Record  Law  and  Rules  both  as  to  their  benefit  to  the  State 
at  large  and  as  to  their  fairness  to  employees.    In  order  to  make 
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the  purpose  of  the  service  records  clear,  the  Commission  has 
aimounced  its  willingness  to  meet  with  groups  of  employees  and 
witii  officials  anywhere  in  the  state. 

"Promotion  shall  be  based  upon  merit  and  competition  and 
upon  the  superior  qualifications  of  the  person  promoted  as 
shown  by  his  previous  service/'  has  been  for  many  years  the 
statutory  language.  But  until  1917,  when  a  section  added  to  the 
law  specifically  said  "the  commission  shall  use  service  records 
as  a  factor  in  promotion  examination,"  no  adequate  method  existed 
of  ascertaining  "  superior  qualities  shown  by  previous  service." 

Deb-ective  Bepobts 

A  type  of  difficulty  with  which  the  Commission  has  had  to 
deal,  is  illustrated  by  the  following  report  from  a  bureau  in 
which  a  promotion  was  pending: 

"  The  rating  of  (twenty-six  names  of  employees  given)  who 
took  the  examination  for  promotion  to  the  position  of  clerk,  for 
efficiency,  punctuality,  attention,  and  general  good  conduct '  is 
oi  tlie  first  clasfi,  and  for  merit  and  fitness,  is  in  every  respect 
equal ;  and  the  rating  of  each  is  100." 

In  returning  this  report,  attention  was  called  by  the  Commis- 
sion  to  the  role  that  prevented  the  recording  of  all  employees  at 
the  hi^iest  rating,  that  being  a  figure  to  be  employed  only  for 
eneptional  work  and  capacity.  Thereupon  the  report  was  again 
submitted  to  the  Commission  with  a  rating  for  each  employee 
stated  to  be  based  "  solely  on  seniority."  Again  the  report  was 
returned  with  notation  that  the  law  made  seniority  only  one  of 
the  elements  to  be  considered  in  promotion  reports.  Finally  the 
Commission  received  a  service  record  report  based,  as  it  properly 
should  be,  upon  the  knowledge  of  the  bureau  head  of  the  relative 
way  in  which  each  employee  had  actually  performed  the  duties  of 
his  ;>osition. 

In  private  employ  with  its  greater  continuity  of  organization, 
the  estimate  of  the  superior  qualities  of  employees,  as  shown  in 
actual  service,  is  more  easily  made  than  under  the  constantly 
changing  headship  existing  in  most  parts  of  the  public  service.  It 
is  in  the  attempt  to  build  up  a  competent  force  for  public  work 
and  to  minimize  for  the  public  employee  the  disadvantages  of  fr»- 
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quent  change  in  executives  that  the  system  of  regularly  recording 
qualities  of  employees  has  been  devised.  The  Commission  wel- 
comes constructive  criticism  but  believes  the  attempt  embodied 
in  the  Service  Eecord  Rules  should  be  sustained  by  all  those  who 
seek  for  the  best  results  in  State  work,  both  from  the  point  of 
view  of  cost  and  from  that  of  moral  influence  upon  the  character 
of  employees. 

IV 
SEX  DISCRIMINATION 

The  civil  service  rules  through  many  years  past  provided  that, 
when  sex  was  specified  by  the  appointing  ofiicer,  such  sex  only 
should  be  certified  by  the  Commission.  Accordingly  it  was  the 
general  practice  of  the  various  appointing  oflScers  to  specify  sex 
in  their  requests  for  certification  of  eligibles,  and  the  Commission 
was  obliged  to  comply  with  such  specification. 

In  November  the  Commission  was  requested  by  the  Governor 
to  report  an  amendment  to  the  rules  abolishing  this  privilege  of 
the  appointing  officer.  An  amendment  was  accordingly  formu- 
lated and,  after  several  public  hearings,  was  approved  by  the 
Governor,  and  is  now  in  effect 

Men  and  women,  therefore,  today  stand  on  an  equal  footing  in 
the  right  to  enter  examinations,  to  attain  a  place  on  eligible  lists 
and  to  be  certified  for  appointment  in  the  classified  civil  service  so 
far  as  the  State  of  New  York  is  concerned. 


SICK  LEAVE 

There  is  no  specific  provision  under  which  sick  leave  with 
pay  can  be  granted  in  our  State.  Vacation  with  pay  of  at  least 
two  weeks,  is  l^ally  allowable,  and  this  vacation  in  many  cases 
has  properly  and  legally  come  to  be  considerably  more  than  two 
weeks.  But  in  case  of  long  continued  illness,  the  head  of  an 
agency,  if  he  thinks  it  right  to  allow  sick  leave  with  pay,  feels 
himself  compelled,  sometimes  against  his  conscience,  to  certify 
that  the  person  so  on  leave  is  actually  performing  the  duties  of 
the  position  to  which  he  has  been  appointed.     In  cases  of  pro- 
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tracted  illness,  such  allowance  of  pay  becomes,  also,  a  heavy 
charge  against  the  appropriation  to  do  needed  work  in  the  agency 
oonoemed.  2Tot  to  grant  sick  leave  with  pay,  at  times  works 
great  hardship,  and  yet  such  leave  is  a  privilege  which  may  be 
much  abused.  The  Commission,  therefore,  suggests  that  sick 
leave  with  pay  should  be  allowed  only  upon  the  certificate  of 
the  Health  Department,  and  that  such  leave  should  not  be 
chargeable  to  the  appropriation  for  personal  service  of  the 
several  departments,  but  to  a  special  appropriation  of  $25,000 
made  to  the  Health  Department  and  administered  by  it  It  is 
believed  that  the  sum  suggested  should  cover  the  amount  of  sick 
leave  which  now  appears  as  expended  for  actual  work  in  various 
State  activities,  instead  of  being  charged,  as  it  should  be,  to  a 
separate  sick  leave  fund.  If  absence  on  account  of  illness  is  cost- 
ing the  State  more  than  this  sum,  it  is  important  that  it  should 
be  considered  in  estimating  the  actual  cost  of  doing  State  work. 

In  the  absence  of  such  an  appropriation,  it  is  suggested  that 
there  should  be  reported  to  the  Legislative  Budget  Committee 
the  total  amoimt  of  vacation  and  sick  leave  with  pay  allowed 
each  employee  in  each  agency  in  the  current  year. 

VI 
VETERAN  PREFERENCE 

The  World  War  services  and  sacrifices,  both  of  men  and 
women,  deserve  recognition.  But  a  recognition  inequitable  to 
employees,  weakening  in  its  effect  upon  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ments^ and  wasteful,  will  be  any  plan  which  impedes  the  opera- 
tion of  the  merit  system.  The  Commission  believes  that  the  best 
interests  of  the  great  body  of  those  who  actively  participated 
in  the  World  Wat  and  in  other  wars,  and  of  the  State  at  large 
wiU  be  served  by  an  allowance  for  military  training  and  experi- 
ence  wherever  these  elements  can  properly  be  considered  in  an 
ezaminatioiL 

It  submits  that  the  pending  veteran  preference  constitutional 
amendment  is  undesirable  for  reasons  as  follows: 

1.  It  is  discriminative,  in  that  it  is  for  the  benefit  of  men  only ; 
also  the  effect  of  the  constitutional  amendment  as  drawn  will  be  to 
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reward  some  men  who  never  saw  or  sought  active  service,  while 
ignoring  many  mothers,  wives  and  sisters  upon  whom  fell  the 
burden  of  earning  a  livelihood  for  the  younger  and  more  depend- 
ent members  of  their  families  during  the  war,  and  upon  whom, 
in  many  cases  where  death  or  disablement  has  occurred  as  the 
result  of  war,  the  burden  has  been  permanently  placed ; 

2.  It  is  inequitable,  in  that  it  neglects  to  consider  the  thou- 
sands of  those  who,  in  munition  factory,  on  farm,  in  Eed  Cross, 
and  other  organizations,  did  their  utmost  in  war  work ; 

3.  It  is  inequitable,  in  that  it  destroys  equal  opportunity  for 
promotion  to  all  women  employees  and  to  most  men  employees 
who  are  at  present  in  State  or  municipal  service.  If  this  con- 
stitutional  amendment  should  be  adopted,  civil  service  pensions 
can  hardly  be  seriously  thought  of  because  of  the  high  average 
age  at  which  new  appointees  soon  would  enter  the  civil  service ; 

^  It  is  inequitable,  in  that  it  discriminates  against  the  coming 
generati(m  of  those  who  were  too  young  to  serve  in  the  World 
War  axjtivities.  This  discrimination  deprives  the  alert,  ambitious 
and  industrious  who  may  wish  to  enter  State  employ,  of  an  even 
chance  to  do  so  in  the  future; 

5.  It  is  unwise,  in  that  in  a  few  years  it  will  compel  the  police 
and  fire  forces  in  all  our  cities  to  be  recruited  from  men  too 
advanced  in  age  to  render  the  most  useful  service ; 

6.  It  is  unjust,  in  that  it  endangers  present  police  and  fire 
pension  funds,  for  the  men  mentioned  in  the  preceding  para- 
grajA  necessarily  would  go  early  on  police  and  firemen  pension 
lists,  thus,  in  time,  breaking  down  already  burdened  funds; 

7.  It  is  inconsiderate,  in  that  it  gives  no  thought  to  the  suc- 
cess of  the  State  in  important  industrial  and  health  projects, 
where  the  service  must  constantly  be  recruited  from  the  ranks 
of  young  men  and  young  women  of  special  knowledge  and  techni- 
cal training. 

8.  Preference  of  veterans  as  usually  urged  in  the  civil  service, 
is  contrary  to  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  merit  system, 
namely,  that  public  office  is  a  public  trust  and  should  be  awarded 
only  according  to  proved  capacity.  Such  preference  compels  the 
appointment  of  persons  who  have  demonstrated  that  for  the  work 
under  consideration  they  are  less  capable  than  others.    The  great 
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debt  which  the  nation  owes  to  our  soldiers  and  sailors  should  be 
paid  generously,  but  in  other  ways  than  by  giving  them  positions 
in  the  civil  service,  unless  they  are  fitted  as  well  as  or  better 
than  other  candidates. 

9.  In  addition  to  this,  veteran  preference  is  undemocratic 
The  fundamental  idea  of  the  merit  system  is  a  square  deal  for  all, 
and  that  the  best  fitted  shall  be  selected  to  serve  the  State.  The 
several  proposed  veteran  preferences  not  only  give  equal  prefer- 
ence to  all  who  have  been  in  the  service,  no  matter  for  how  short 
a  time  or  whether  in  battle  or  only  in  training  cam.p,  but  exclude 
all  those,  both  men  and  women,  who  rendered  equally  important 
service  to  their  country  in  civilian  work  necessary  to  the  winning 
of  the  war. 

It  is  entirely  practicable  and  within  the  democratic  principles 
of  the  merit  system  to  give  adequate  and  ample  recognition  and 
credit  to  soldiers  and  to  other  men  and  women  who  did  war  service 
for  their  training  and  experience  in  civil  service  examinations 
for  many  positions  in  which  such  experience  and  training  are 
valuable.  This  is  now  done  and  will  continue  to  be  done  in  the 
future  without  a  constitutional  amendment.

With  few  exceptions  all  of  the  examinations  above  enumerated 
were  held  during  the  year  1919. 

In  some  cases  these  examinations  were  unassembled.  In  such 
examinations  the  candidates  are  not  brought  together  but  are 
rated  on  a  sworn  statement  of  education,  training  and  experience 
filed  with  the  Commission.  It  is  customary  to  supplement  the 
statement  by  an  original  written  discussion  of  a  designated  sub- 
ject relating  to  the  duties  of  the  position.  Candidates  may  also 
be  asked  to  appear  for  an  interview,  in  which  personal  qualifica- 
tions for  the  particular  position  to  be  filled  are  considered. 

Many  of  the  interviews  have  been  conducted,  and  the  written 
papers  and  records  presented  have  been  rated,  by  well  known  men 
and  women  who  are  entirely  unconnected  with  the  Commission. 
Among  such  outside  examiners  have  been:  Samuel  H.  Ordway, 
Alden  Chester,  and  Randall  J.  LeBoeuflF,  all  former  Justices  of 
the  Supreme  Court ;  Roscoe  C.  E.  Brown  of  New  York,  former 
State  Civil  Service  Commissioner;  Frank  M.  Loomis  of  Buffalo, 
former  State  Senator ;  Irving  L.  Shaw  of  Boston,  Deputy,  Massa- 
chusetts Income  Tax  Division ;  Mark  Eisner  of  New  York,  former 
United  States  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue ;  Dr.  Mary  O'Malley, 
Clinical  Director,  Saint  Elizabeth's  Hospital,  Department  of  the 
Interior,  Washington;  Dr.  A.  R.  Brubacher,  President  of  the 
State  College  for  Teachers,  Albany;  Dr.  Elmer  E.  Brown, 
Chancellor  of  New  York  University ;  Frank  E.  Wade  of  Syracuse, 
a  prominent  business  man;  George  R.  Wales,  of  Washington, 
United  States  Civil  Service  Commissioner,  and  Nelson  S. 
Spencer,  formerly  a  New  York  City  Civil  Service  Commissioner. 
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Fop  co-operation  on  the  part  of  these  and  other  public  spirited 
citizens,  the  Commission  expresses  its  deep  appreciation.  Such 
sarvioe  not  only  elevates  the  standard  in  the  particular  positions 
involved,  but  aids  in  assuring  the  people  of  the  State  generally 
of  the  impartiality  and  value  of  the  competitive  merit  system. 

VIII 
CIVIL  SERVICE  COMMISSION  PROCEDUEE 

Procedure  in  the  Civil  Service  Commission  office  is  governed 
by  the  law  and  rules,  regulations,  and  decisions.  Some  details  of 
interest  are  as  follows: 

1.  Each  examination  is  announced  about  thirty  days  before  it 
is  held,  and  application  should  be  filed  about  ten  days  before  the 
date  of  examination,  A  competitor  has  thirty  days  in  which 
to  appeal  from  a  rating. 

2.  Public  announcement  of  an  examination,  giving  scope  and 
time  and  place  thereof,  is  made  twenty  to  thirty  days  in  advance 
of  holding  the  examination.  The  salary  and  other  information 
as  to  the  position  to  be  filled  also  appear  in  the  announcement. 

3.  Any  person  desiring  to  taJce  an  examination  must  obtain 
from  the  Commission  an  application  form  which  should  be  filed 
ten  days  before  the  examination.  The  eligible  list  is  established 
as  soon  thereafter  as  competitors  can  be  rated.  A  competitor 
has  thirty  days  in  which  to  appeal  from  his  rating. 

4.  A  list  continues  in  force  under  the  law  not  less  than  one 
year  nor  more  than  four  years  after  it  is  established.  The  Com- 
mission decides  as  to  its  continuance  longer  than  the  one  year 
period. 

6.  An  appointing  officer  is  entitled  to  have  the  three  highest 
eligibles  willing  to  accept  appointment  certified  to  him,  and  such 
officer  must  select  one  from  among  the  three. 

6.  Each  eligible  when  reached  in  the  order  of  certification  is 
entitled  to  be  considered  three  times  for  permanent  appointment 
to  any  and  all  positions  for  which  the  Commission  considers  the 
list  on  which  he  appears  is  appropriate. 

7.  Any  eligible  may  be  temporarily  appointed  for  a  period  not 
to  exceed  thirty  days,  or  if  he  is  among  the  first  three  eligibles 
he  may  be  appointed  temporarily  even  for  a  longer  period. 
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8.  To  meet  an  actufil  emergency  any  person,  whether  on  an 
eligible  list  or  not,  may  be  appointed  to  serve  not  to  exceed  ten 
days. 

9.  Provisional  appointment  of  any  person  shown  to  be  qualified 
may  be  made  with  the  permission  of  the  Commission  after  an 
examination  is  ordered  but  before  it  is  held,  but  such  appoint- 
ment can  continue  only  ten  days  after  a  list  of  eligibles  is  estab- 
lished and  under  no  circumstances  can  such  appointment  con- 
tinue longer  than  four  months. 

10.  To  a  telegraphic  or  equivalent  offer  of  appointment  an 
eligible  must  reply  within  the  next  succeeding  business  day,  or 
to  an  offer  by  letter  he  must  reply  within  four  business  days,  or 
he  will  be  considered  to  have  declined  appointment. 

11.  Every  permanent  appointee  serves  a  probationary  term 
of  three  months.  Promotion  cannot  take  place  before  an  ap- 
pointee has  served  at  least  six  months  in  a  grade.  Promotion 
examinations  can  take  place  not  oftener  than  once  in  six  months. 

12.  Reinstatement  can  be  made  only  within  one  year  after 
separation  from  the  service,  provided  such  separation  has  been 
without  delinquency. 

13.  Nine  uaonths  must  elapse  before  a  person  can  be  admitted 
to  a  second  noncompetitive  examination  for  the  same  position. 

14.  A  person  can  be  admitted  as  often  and  to  as  many  com- 
petitive examinations  as  he  desires,  and  his  name  can  appear 
upon  all  lists  for  which  he  becomes  eligible. 

IX 

STAlTDARDIZATIOlsr 

Like  pay  for  like  work  is  so  just  and  so  simple  a  proposition, 
that  the  mere  statement  of  it  would  almost  seem  to  insure  its 
addition  in  the  New  York  State  service.  The  report  of  the  com- 
mittee, of  which  Senator  Horton  was  chairman,  in  1915,  was  an 
earnest  endeavor  in  the  direction  of  standardization,  and  the 
State  then  spent  money  freely  in  finding  out  and  recording  service 
facts.  An  excellent  foundation  seemed  to  have  been  laid.  Since 
that  report,  however,  little  has  been  accomplished  to  correct  the 
inequalities  that  were  shown  to  exist    Indeed,  except  for  the  com- 
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mendable,  though  not  far  reaching,  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Legis- 
lative Budget  Committee,  it  may  be  truly  said  that  absolutely 
nothing  has  been  done  since  1915  to  make  a  standardization  of 
salaries  and  work.  Previous  to  1915,  it  appears  that  the  subject 
never  had  had  serious  consideration  by  the  State.  Yet,  this  in- 
equality tends  to  keep  the  State  service  in  a  disquieted  condition, 
makes  many  employees  personally  much  more  alert  to  seek  in- 
creases and  transfers  than  to  master  their  particular  work  and, 
in  its  results,  tends  constantly  to  disturb  and  break  up  the  con- 
structive organization  which  many  able  and  devoted  heads  of 
bureaus  might  otherwise  accomplish. 

In  any  scheme  of  reconstruction  of  State  agencies,  the  standard- 
ization of  salaries  and  work  deserves  careful  thought,  as  extremely 
important  elements  in  developing  a  body  of  trained  pmployees 
and  obtaining  a  fuller  equivalent  of  the  many  dollars  which  the 
State  yearly  pays  out  for  "  personal  service,"  more  or  less  clerical 
in  character. 

Standardization  of  Examinations 

At  the  Assembly  of  Civil  Service  Commissioners  held  at  Roch- 
ester in  June,  the  matter  of  standardizing  examinations  was  dis- 
cussed and  many  excellent  suggestions  were  made.  There  is 
much  to  recommend  the  plan  of  some  uniform  method  in  all  parts 
of  the  United  States  in  ascertaining  qualifications  of  competitors. 

Central  Civil  Service  Bureatt 

The  same  Assembly  proposed  the  formation  of  a  bureau  which 
would  act  as  a  clearing  house  for  civil  service  examination  pro- 
cedure, to  the  end  that  every  commission  may  have  the  benefit 
of  the  best  thought  and  most  improved  practice  in  handling  the 
many  examination  problems  which  arise.  To  maintain  the 
bureau,  $15,000  will  be  required  annually.  Of  this  amount,  New 
York  State  is  asked  to  contribute  $500,  an  amount  in  proportion 
to  the  number  of  employees  here  in  the  competitive  class. 

The  benefit  to  be  derived  in  building  up  the  service  of  this 
State  on  the  best  lines,  it  is  believed,  would  fully  warrant  New 
York's  participation.  The  need  for  co-operative  work  of  this 
kind  is  manifest  to  those  who  have  most  carefully  considered  the 
matter  of  civil  service  examinations.    Such  a  bureau,  by  its  wide 
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view,  could  greatly  aid  in  establishing  just  and  accurate  tests 
of  merit  and  fitness.  The  State  Commission  asks  that  the  sum 
named  be  appropriated  to  enable  it  to  participate  in  the  benefits 
of  the  plan  outlined. 

Stai^dabdization  of  Annual  Repobts 

The  usual  statistical  tables  accompany  this  report.  Owing  to 
the  increased  cost  of  printing,  which  has  outrun  the  generous 
amounts  allowed  by  the  appropriation  bill  for  this  purpose,  the 
Commission  has  condensed  some  of  the  most  important  of  its  data 
and,  to  avoid  violating  the  section  of  the  law  which  forbids  in- 
curring indebtedness,  has  omitted  other  portions  which  it  has 
heretofore  considered  it  was  obligated  to  publish. 

The  Commission  has  considered  with  interest  the  excellent 
suggestions  presented  at  the  Philadelphia,  1919,  meeting  of  the 
National  Civil  Service  League  as  to  the  standardization  of  annual 
reports,  and  expects,  so  far  as  possible,  under  the  New  York  law, 
to  follow  these  suggestions. 


APPOINTMENTS  UNDER  RULE  VIII,  SUBDIVISION  5 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  15,  subdivision  2,  of  the  Civil 
Service  Law  (embodied  in  Rule  VIII,  subdivision  5),  one  appoint- 
ment to  the  competitive  class  was  made  without  examination  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  The  title,  salary,  qualifications  and  experience 
of  this  appointee  were  presented  to  the  Commission  as  follows : 

William  Leslie,  Actuary  in  the  Compensation  Bureau  of  the 
Insurance  Department,  salary  $5500.  Mr.  Leslie  graduated  from 
the  University  of  California  in  1911;  took  post-graduate  work 
for  about  one  year ;  became  an  Associate  (by  examination)  of  the 
Actuarial  Society  of  America  in  1913 ;  and  is  a  charter  member 
of  the  Casualty  Actuarial  and  Statistical  Society  of  America, 
founded  in  1914.  After  graduating  from  college,  Mr.  Leslie  had 
about  one  year's  experience  with  the  Reliance  Life  Insurance 
Company  of  Pittsburg.  In  1914,  he  returned  to  California  to 
take  the  position  of  Actuary  of  the  State  Compensation  Insurance 
Fund,  qualifying  for  such  position  under  California  Civil  Serv- 
ice r^ulations.  In  1915,  he  became  Secretary,  as  well  as  Actuary, 
of  the  California  State  Fund. 
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He  is  a  lecturer  on  insurance  at  the  University  of  California, 
and  ex-officio  adviser  to  the  California  Insurance  Commissioner.

XI 

INSPECTION  OF  MUNICIPAL  COMMISSIONS 

Municipal  commissions  have  been  visited  and  examined  during 
the  year,  in  the  following  nineteen  cities: 

Batavia 

Buffalo 

Cohoes 

Cortland 

Dunkirk 

Jamestown 

Lockport 

The  inspection  of  records  and  review  of  the  administration  of  the 
civil  service  rules  in  these  cities,  indicates  continued  improvement. 
No  material  failure  to  follow  the  law  was  found.  The  city  ros- 
ters are  better  kept,  payrolls  for  services  more  carefully  certified, 
and  examinations  more  systematically  conducted  than  ever  before. 
The  Civil  Service  Commission  believes,  however,  that  improve- 
ment can  be  made.  The  Commission  asks  that  particular  atten- 
tion be  given  to  preserving  for  permanent  reference  all  adver- 
tisements or  announcements  of  examinations;  that  good  filing 
cabinets  for  all  civil  service  records  be  asked  of  and  supplied  by 
the  proper  city  authorities;  that  one  medical  examiner  be  desig- 
nated by  the  municipal  commission  by  whom  all  competitors  in 
a  particular  examination  may  be  examined,  in  order  that  com- 
petitors may  thus  receive  comparative  ratings  for  physical 
qualities.

THE  COMMISSION 

Former  Commissioner  Willard  D.  McKinstry,  of  Watertown, 
who  had  previously  resigned,  died  in  May.  He  gave  faithful  serv- 
ioe  to  the  State  through  many  years  and  always  sought  high  ideals 
in  administrative  work.  His  acquaintance  with  public  aifairs 
was  wide  and,  with  a  good  conception  of  public  needs,  he  brought 
to  the  consideration  of  civil  service  matters  a  well-informed  judg- 
ment. Pre-eminently,  his  aim  was  to  be  just  and  in  every  rela- 
tionship he  showed  a  fine  sense  of  all  that  is  honorable. 

ifrs.  Charles  Bennett  Smith  (Frances  Stanton  Smith),  of 
Buffalo,  was  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  succeed  Mr.  McKinstry. 
By  this  appointment,  a  woman  for  the  first  time  became  a  memb^ 
of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission.  Mrs.  Smith's  experience 
and  special  qualifications  were  such  that  the  Commission  deter' 
mined  to  select  her  as  a  Committee  on  £:^aminations.  This  new 
committee  has  proved  an  extremely  helpful  addition  to.  the  work- 
ing machinery  of  the  Commission. 

John  C.  Clark  while  resigning  as  president  of  the  Commission 
continued  as  a  Commissioner  and  has,  as  the  Committee  on  Ap- 
peals, given  much  consideration  to  this  rather  complex  feature  of 
civil  service  administration. 

William  Gorham  Rice  was  reappointed  Commissioner  for  a 
term  of  six  years,  beginning  February  1,  1919,  and  was  elected 
President  of  the  Commission  on  April  9. 

6fficees  and  Employees 

To  its  faithful  officers  and  employees,  and  local  examiners 
throughout  the  State,  the  Commission  desires  to  express  apprecia- 
tion of  the  service  they  have  rendered  during  the  past  year. 
Much  of  the  Commission's  work  requires  special  training  and 
considerable  technical  ability,  and  on  every  employee  rests  un- 
usual personal  responsibility  for  securely  maintaining  that  con- 
fidence in  that  impartiality  and  trustworthiness  which  the  Com- 
mission and  the  public  so  definitely  expect  and  indeed  require  in 
each  of  them.  Yet,  the  compensation  paid  for  work  in  the  Com- 
mission has  not  been  in  the  past  equal  to  the  average  prevailing 
for  equivalent  work  in  other  departments.     This  is  a  conditicm 
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which  the  Commission,  in  conference  with  the  appropriating 
bodies  of  the  State,  has  constantly  endeavored  to  correct.  Within 
the  past  two  years  it  is  a  gratification  to  know  that  progress  has 
been  made  in  obtaining  more  careful  consideration  by  these  bodies 
of  the  ability  and  character  required  in  Commission  employees, 
and  especially  in  those  who  have  to  do  with  examinations. 

The  Commission  expects  all  its  employees  to  observe  high 
standards  both  in  assiduity  of  service  and  in  grasp  of  duties.  The 
fulfillment  of  such  standards  may  often  seem  onerous,  but  the 
Commission  feels  that  its  employees  should  illustrate  an  advanced 
conception  of  the  way  in  which  public  duties  should  be  performed. 
Those  who  work  here  are  entitled  to  some  special  satisfaction  in 
the  fact  that  they  render  an  important  and  helpful  public  service. 
Where  their  work  is  conscientiously  done,  they  assuredly  deserve 
the  particular  appreciation  of  their  fellow  employees  in  other 
departments,  for  active  and  intelligent  interest  shown  by  the 
force  of  the  Commission  is  of  direct  benefit  to  all  who  elsewhere 
serve  the  State. 

XIII 

CO-OPERATION  OF  THE  QOVEENOR 

The  Commission  has  had  the  interested  and  intelligent  coopera- 
tion of  the  Governor  in  its  efforts  to  advance  and  improve  the 
civil  service  of  the  State.  Legislation  which  would  have  had  an 
unfavorable  effect  upon  the  merit  system  has  had  his  disapproval 
and  he  has  generally  concurred  in  the  suggestions  of  the  CommiB- 
sion  in  regard  to  amendment  of  the  rules  and  classifications.  The 
Governor's  cooperation  has  enabled  the  Commission  to  end  the 
first  year  of  his  term  with  a  feeling  that  distinct  progress  has 
been  made  in  proving  the  increasing  moral  and  economic  value 
of  the  constitutional  provision  requiring  the  selection  of  ap- 
pointees by  competitive  methods. 

XIV 

ULTIMATE  AIMS 

Only  a  reasonable  approach  to  standardization  of  pay  and  of 
office  management,  a  resolute  application  of  the  competitive  merit 
system  throughout  the  public  service,  and  the  carrying  out  wher- 
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ever  the  merit  system  can  be  applied,  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  in 
every  branch  of  State,  city,  and  county  activities,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Commission,  will  keep  the  cost  of  personal  service  in  our 
State  within  reasonable  bounds  for  the  future.  And  by  such  a 
policy  the  public  service  will  be  made  more  satisfactory  both  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  State  at  large  and  from  that  of  beneficial 
influence  upon  the  character  and  capacity  of  the  great  body  of 
employees. 

The  competitive  merit  system  has  saved  and  is  saving  much 
money  for  the  Stata  It  can  save  more.  But  beyond  that  every 
deviation  from  the  application  of  the  fitness  principle  to  public 
employment,  every  departure  from  that  principle  by  unrestricted 
soldier  preference  or  by  other  ill-considered  provision  of  law, 
lessens  the  value  of  our  present  government  machinery  and  con- 
tributes to  make  more  difficult  the  personal  service  problems  of 
the  future. 

As  the  State  adopts  new  plans  to  meet  new  conditions,  it  has  a 
right  to  expect  more  intelligent  work  by  its  civil  service  employees. 
Public  satisfaction  will  not  be  gained  by  generous  expenditure 
for  salaries,  unless  public  work  so  bought  is  well  done.  And  such 
work  cannot  be  well  done  unless  the  highest  obtainable  merit  is 
the  basis  of  entrance  into  public  service  and  the  demonstrated 
fitness  is  the  basis  of  continuance  and  promotion  therein. 

PUBPOSE  AfFIBMATIVE  AND   CONSTRUCTIVE 

Prohibition  of  political  control  of  employees  and  the  blocking 
of  personal  distribution  of  patronage  are  incidental  rather  than 
basic  purposes  of  the  merit  system.  Important  as  such  features 
are,  they  are  after  all  only  negative.  The  affirmative,  funda- 
mental, constructive  idea  of  the  merit  system  is  that  contained 
in  the  slogan  ''  The  best  shall  serve  the  State."

AMENDMENTS  TO  STATE  CIVIL  SERVICE  RULES 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportiomuent  of  the  City  of  New 
York  has  granted  an  increase  in  salary  in  the  sum  of  $100  to  each  and  every 
employee  receiving  $1,800  a  year  or  less  in  the  service  of  the  counties  included 
in  Greater  New  York,  effective  January  1,  1019;  and 

Whereas^  Such  advance  in  c<Hnpen8ati0n  is  in  a  sense  a  bonus  due  to  the 
increased  cost  of  living,  and  should  be  so  considered;  and 

Whereas,  This  increase  in  compensation  in  many  cases  involves  a  change 
of  grade,  thus  making  promotion  examinations  necessary,  which  examina- 
tions, if  held,  would  undoubtedly  in  some  instances,  if  carried  to  a  conclusion, 
either  deprive  some  of  the  employees  of  the  increase  in  compensation  ocm- 
templated,  or  advance  the  compensation  of  some  of  the  employees  more  than 
$100,  thereby  resulting  in  a  corresponding  reduction  in  the  compensation  of 
other  employees;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  all  provisions  of 
the  State  civil  service  rules,  insofar  as  they  require  promotion  examination 
in  the  case  of  any  person  employed  in  the  service  of  the  counties  included 
in  Greater  New  York,  who  has  been  granted  an  increase  in  compensation 
of  $100  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1910,  whose  compensation 
is  at  the  rate  of  $1,800  a  year  or  less,  be  and  hereby  are  suspended,  and  the 
State  Civil  Service  Commission  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  accept  with- 
out examination,  where  such  examination  would  seem  to  be  required,  notice 
of  increase  in  compensations  indicated;  and  the  said  State  Civil  Service 
Commission  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  certify  the  salary  accounts  of 
such  persons;  provided,  however,  that  the  increase  in  compensation  as  herein 
indicated  shall  not  be  construed  as  placing  the  persons,  whose  grade  is  for 
the  time  being  technically  dianged,  in  the  grade  to  which  the  increase  would 
appear  to  advance  them,  until  they  have  been  duly  examined  for  promotion 
and  found  qualified  and  appointed  in  all  respects  as  though  this  action  had 
not  been  taken;  and,  provided  further,  that  such  pensons  shall  sign  a  waiver 
in  due  form  disclaiming  or  renouncing  any  claim  or  right  to  such  advance- 
ment or  promotion  by  reason  of  such  increase.

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DIGEST  OF  COURT  DECISIONS 

CIVIL  SERVICE  COMMISSION 

1.  CUissifioation  of  position — Whether  confidential 

It  is  for  the  State  Civil  Service  Cozxunission  and  not  for  the  courts  to  decide 
whether  a  position  in  the  civil  service  is  or  is  not  confidential.  (Matter  of 
Blatz  V.  Esser,  189  App.  Div.  763,  179  N.  Y.  Supp.  143.) 

2.  Attorney  in  taw  department  of  corporation  counsel  —  Competitive  cUisa 
Where  a  position  as  attorney  in  a  tax  department  in  the  office  of  a  cor- 
poration counsel  of  a  city  has  been  classed  as  competitive  by  the  local 
commission  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  the 
appointing  officials  of  the  city  are  bound  by  the  classification  until  it  is 
set  aside  by  judicial  action  or  reclassified  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 
The  court  cannot  hold  as  a  matter  of  law  that  such  position  did  not  properly 
come  under  the  competitive  class.  (Matter  of  Blatz  v,  Esser,  189  App.  Div. 
763.) 

3.  AhoUehing  position  in  good  faith  —  Mandamus  to  compel  reinstatement  — 

When  alternative  is  proper  remedy 
It  seemSf  however,  that  an  appointing  officer  has  power  to  abolish  in  good 
faith  a  position  in  the  competitive  class.  On  an  application  for  a  peremp- 
tory writ  of  mandamus  to  compel  the  reinstatement  of  an  attorney  in  the  tax 
department  of  the  corporation  counsel's  office  of  a  city  the  answering  affidavits 
alleging  that  the  position  was  a  confidential  one,  and  exempt,  and  that  the 
duties  are  now  performed  by  other  persons  outside  of  the  office,  must  be 
accepted  as  true,  as  upon  a  demurrer.  As  the  question  of  the  due  abolition 
of  the  petitioner's  office  presents  an  issue  of  fact  the  alternative  writ  is  the 
proper  remedy.     (Matter  of  Blatz  v.  Esser,  189  App.  Div.  763.)

4.  Classification  — "  Official  examiner  of   title*' 

The  position  of  **  official  examiner  of  title  "  is  not  in  either  "  the  exempt 
class,  the  non-competitive  class  or  the  labor  class,''  under  the  Civil  Service 
Law.     (People  ex  rel.  Weaver  v.  Rice,  110  Misc.  Rep.  699.) 

5.  Section  14  of  Civil  Service  Law  not  repealed  hy  section  377  of  real  property 

law  —  Appointment  of  **  official  examdncrs  of  title'' 
Section  377  of  the  Real  Property  Law,  which  authorizes  the  register  of 
any  county  to  appoint  as  official  examiners  of  title  those  who  shall  qualify 
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under  the  Civil  Service  Law  and  such  rules  as  may  be  adopted  by  the  Court 
of  Appeals  but  which  makes  no  provision  for  the  competitive  examination 
required  by  the  Civil  Service  Law,  did  not  repeal  section  14  of  that  statute 
and  an  applicant  for  such  position  must  pass  both  the  competitive  examina- 
tion and  that  prescribed  by  the  Court  of  Appeals.  Relator  having  under  the 
rules  promulgated  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  passed  the  examination  prescribed 
by  the  board  of  law  examiners  was  duly  certified  by  said  board  and  the 
county  clerk  of  Queens  county,  who  is  ex  officio  the  register,  appointed  him 
to  the  position  of  official  examiner  of  title,  but  the  civil  service  commission 
refused  to  certify  the  payroll  containing  his  name  upon  the  sole  ground  that 
he  had  not  passed  the  civil  service  examination.  Held,  that  his  motion  to 
compel  certification  of  said  payroll  must  be  denied.  (People  ex  rel.  Weaver 
17.  Rice,  110  Misc.  Rep.  699.) 

6.  Determination  of  Civil  Service  Commisaum  in  establishing  an  eligible  list 

for  promotion 
The  determination  of  a  civil  service  commission  establishing  an  eligible 
list  for  promotion  is  neither  judicial  nor  quasi-judicial  in  its  character  and 
the  commission  is  not  bound  by  the  rule  that  inferior  judicial  tribunals  or 
quasi-judicial  officers  or  non-judicial  officers  of  a  special  and  limited  juris- 
diction may  not  correct  their  own  errors.  (People  ex  rel.  Finnegan  v.  Mc- 
Bride,  226  N.  Y.  252,  aff'g  185  App.  Div.  492,  which  affirmed  104  Misc.  Rep. 
153.) 

7.  Commission  may  cancel  list  for  froAid  <md  illegality  —  Mandamdis  proper 

method  of  review 
The  action  of  the  commission,  had  with  due  deliberation  upon  such  a  matter 
as  the  establishment  of  an  eligible  list,  should  be  regarded  as  a  finality,  but 
the  commission^  authority  thereon  does  not  wholly  cease.  Error  may  be 
corrected  by  setting  it  aside  if  it  was  the  result  of  illegality,  irregularity 
in  vital  matters,  or  fraud,  but  the  commission  may  not  act  arbitrarily. 
Further  action  must,  where  power  is  not  entirely  spent,  be  for  cause,  with 
good  reasons  and  proper  motives  for  the  correction  of  improper  action.  The 
remedy  by  mandamus  is  appropriate  for  the  review  of  its  action.  (People 
ex  rel.  Finnegan  v,  McBride,  226  N.  Y.  252,  aif'g  185  App.  Div.  482,  which 
affirmed  104  Misc.  Rep.  153.) 

8.  Eligible  Uat  of  supervising  nurses — When   to  continue 

The  civil  service  commission  of  the  city  of  New  York  canceled  an  eligible 
list  of  supervising  nurses  upon  the  ground  that  gross  irregularities  were 
permitted  to  creep  into  the  matter  of  the  examination.  In  fact  no  such 
irregularities  appear.  Hence  the  clear  legal  duty  of  the  commission,  having 
once  established  the  list,  was  to  continue  it  in  existence.  (People  ex  rel. 
Finnegan  v.  McBride,  226  N.  Y.  252,  afTg  185  App.  Div.  482.) 

9.  Wrongful  discharge  of  former  volunteer  fireman  from  position  —  After 

reinstatement  by  writ  of  mandam/us,  may  maintain  an  action  against 

officer  who  removed  him  for  salary  of  which  he  was  deprived 

A  former  volunteer  fireman  wrongfully  discharged  from  a  position  in  the 

civil  service  and  reinstated  in  his  position  pursuant  to  a  peremptory  writ 

of  mandamus,  under  section  22  of  the  Civil  Service  Law,  may  maintain  an 
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action  against  the  officer  who  removed  him  for  the  amount  of  salary  of 
which  plaintiff  has  been  deprived  by  defendant's  wrongful  act.  Although 
plaintiff,  if  he  had  so  elected,  might  have,  on  proper  allegations,  had  damages 
awarded  to  him  in  the  mandamus  proceeding  wherein  he  was  reinstated 
(Code  Civ.  Pro.  §  2088),  that  does  not  prevent  a  recovery  in  the  present 
action.)  Where  such  a  statute  gives  a  right  it  does  not  follow  that  other 
consistent  rights  are  taken  away.  (McGraw  v.  Gresser,  226  N.  Y.  57,  aff'g 
176  App.  Div.  887.) 

New  York  City 

1.  Right  of  janitor-engineer  in  service  of  department  of  education  to  per- 

manent occupancy  of  one  school  or  to  particular  salary  —  Evidence  held 
not  to  establish  removal  of  engineer  through  improper  motives 

A  janitor-engineer  in  the  service  of  the  department  of  education  of  the 
city  of  New  York  who  had  held  such  position  in  a  certain  school  for  about 
nine  years  made  application  for  transfer  to  a  high  school,  which  was  granted 
with  temporary  compensation  by  the  department  of  education  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  business,  and  said  janitor  was  subsequently  retransferred  to  the 
first  school  and  remained  in  such  position  until  the  acceptance  of  his  resigna- 
tion which  he  tendered  claiming  that  his  appointment  to  the  high  school 
was  permanent  and  at  a  larger  salary,  and  that  his  retransfer  was  illegal 
and  made  for  personal  and  political  reasons.  Held,  under  the  evidence,  that 
said  janitor  is  not  entitled  to  a  writ  of  mandamus  upon  the  theory  that 
his  removal  was  actuated  by  improper  motives.  There  being  but  one  grade 
in  the  dvil  service  classification  under  which  said  janitor  was  listed,  he  had 
no  vested  right  to  permanent  occupancy  of  any  one  school  or  to  any  particular 
salary,  and  he  cannot  complain,  the  original  transfer  to  the  high  school  and 
the  retransfer  having  been  made  in  the  exercise  of  the  board's  discretion. 
Where  a  single  grade  in  the  classified  civil  service  has  compensation  varying 
with  the  extent  and  character  of  the  services  to  be  rendered  and  the  responsi- 
bilities to  be  undertaken,  no  one  in  that  classification  can  complain  if  his 
financial  return  varies  as  his  assignment  changes.  Smith,  J.,  dissented. 
(Matter  of  Crosby  v.  Board  of  Education,  187  App.  Div.  205.) 

2.  Reinstatement  of  laboratory  assistant  —  Greater  New  York  charter  §  1101 

—  Marulamus 
The  board  of  education  of  the  city  of  New  York  duly  certified  relator, 
a  laboratory  assistant,  to  the  position  of  assistant  teacher  of  chemistry,  and 
a  temporary  license  issued  to  him  for  a  year  was  renewed  for  a  second  year. 
He  was  not  given  a  third  year  renewal,  service  under  which  was  requisite 
for  the  issuance  of  a  permanent  certificate  for  the  new  grade,  but  the  acting 
superintendent  of  schools  reassigned  him  to  the  position  of  laboratory 
assistant  and  after  fourteen  months'  service  in  that  position,  the  salary  of 
which  he  drew,  he  was  suspended  on  charges  which  were  neither  served  nor 
tried.  Ultimately  he  was  notified  of  his  dismissal  from  the  teaching  force 
because  he  had  never  been  duly  appointed  or  reassigned  to  the  position  of 
laboratory  assistant,  because  his  license  as  assistant  teacher  had  not  been 
renewed  for  a  third  year.  Held,  that  the  claimed  lack  of  power  to  make 
a  reassignment  except  from  an  eligible  list  of  persons  certified  as  qualified 
to  fill  the  position  of  laboratory  assistant  in  the  department  of  education 
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was  an  afterthought,  and  contrary  to  the  practical  construction  giren  to 
section  1101  of  the  Greater  New  York  charter  since  its  enactment  in  1897 
and  under  its  revision  since  1901,  and  that  the  application  for  a  premptory 
writ  of  mandamus  to  reinstate  relator  to  the  position  of  laboratory  assistant 
will  be  granted.  (People  ex  rel.  Becker  t?.  Board  of  Education,  etc.,  110  Misc. 
Rep.  687.) 

STATUTES 
Section  1  of  Chapter  556  of  the  Laws  of  1918,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide 
for  increased  compensation  to  civilian  employees  of  the  state  of  New  York 
during  the  existing  war  for  civilization  and  making  an  appropriation 
therefor,"  was  by  Chapter  603  of  the  Lsuws  of  1919  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  1.  During  the  continuance  of  the  existing  war  with  the  German  empire 
and  its  allies  and  for  the  balance  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which  peace  shall  be 
declared,  there  shall  be  paid  to  all  persons  employed  by  the  state  of  New 
York  as  civilian  employees  increased  compensation  at  the  rate  of  ten  per 
centum  per  annum  to  such  employees  who  receive  salaries  or  wages  from  the 
state  of  New  York  at  a  rate  per  annum  of  less  than  one  thousand  fivtf 
hundred  dollars.

OPINIONS  OF  ATTORNEY- GENERAL 

CivU  Service  Law,  Section  22-a — Special  Eligible  Lists  for  Per- 

sons  in  Military  Service. 

Special  lists  under  section  2a-a  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  should  con- 
tain only  the  names  of  those  who  were  certified  while  under  military 
obligation's  and  those  who  were  reached  for  certification  but  passed  over 
•because  of  military  obligations. 

Inquiry 

What  persoDJB  are  entitled  to  have  their  names  placed  upon  the 
special  eligible  lifits  provided  for  by  section  22-a  of  the  Civil 
Service  Law? 

Opinion 

Section  22-a  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  as  added  by  chapter  211 
of  the  Laws  of  1918  provides  that  all  persons  whose  names  appear 
upon  any  eligible  list  and  who  enter  or  obligate  themselves  to 
enter  military  service  and  who  "  by  reason  thereof  shall  be  unable 
to  accept  appointments  made  from  names  appearing  upon  any 
such  list  '*  shall  be  entitled  to  be  placed  upon  a  special  list,  etc. 

This  does  not  mean  that  every  man  who  underwent  military 
obligations  while  his  name  was  on  a  list  is  entitled  to  go  on  a 
special  list  for  a  year.  It  means  that  a  man  whose  name  was  on 
a  list  and  who  was  unable  to  accept  appointments  because  of  his 
military  obligations,  is  protected.  But  it  does  not  contemplate 
protecting  a  man  who  would  not  have  had  an  opportunity  to  accept 
or  decline  an  appointment,  had  he  not  entered  military  service. 
If  a  man  were  so  far  down  on  a  list  that  his  name  was  not  reached 
for  certification  during  his  absence,  or  if  he  were  on  a  li«t  from 
which  no  appointments  were  made  or  certification©  requested, 
during  his  absence,  he  would  not  have  lost  any  opportunity  nor 
suffered  any  prejudice  because  of  being  away,  even  if  section 
22-a  had  not  been  enacted.  The  purpose  of  this  section,  like  that 
of  section  245  of  the  Military  Law,  is  to  protect  civil  service 
employees  or  candidates,  who  enter  military  service,  against 
prejudice  —  not  to  give  them  advantages  they  would  not  have 
enjoyed  had  they  remained  at  home. 

[753] 
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By  section  22-a  a  man  who  incurs  military  obligations  and  by 
reason  thereof  is  unable  to  accept  appointments,  is  entitled  to 
protection;  but  only  when  his  inability  to  accept  is  by  reason  of 
his  military  obligations  —  not  when  his  inability  to  accept  was 
caused  by  the  fact  that  he  was  not  certified  or  eligible  to  certifica- 
tion, or  by  the  fact  that  there  wa«  no  appointment  to  be  accepted. 

The  special  lists  provided  for  should  consist  of  names  only  of 
persons  who  were  eligible  to  certification  and  were  not  certified 
because  absent  or  who  were  eligible  to  appointment  and  declined 
appointment  becau*sc  of  military  obligations.

Civil  Service  Law,  Rule  XVI,  Subdivision     i  —  Reinstatement 
of  Civil  Employees  Who  Have  Been  in  War  Work. 

In  computing  the  year  within  which  an  employee  separated  from  the 
civil  service  may  be  reinstated  under  Rule  XVI,  subdivision  1,  time  of 
active  service  in  the  military  or  naval  forces  of  the  United  States  or 
of  the  State  of  New  York  and  time  of  employment  in  the  production, 
construction  or  manufacture  of  equipment  or  supplies,  or  in  war  relief 
or  education  w^ork  for  such  forces  should  not  be  considered,  whether  that 
war  work  began  at  the  time  of  the  separation  from  the  service  or  not, 
and  whether  the  separation  from  the  Bervice  was  made  for  the  purpose 
of  permitting  entry  into  war  work  or  not. 

An  engineer,  employed  by  a  firm  of  contractors  upon  the  construction 
of  the  quartermasters's  interior  storage  depot  at  Schenectady  during  the 
year  lOl-S,  was  employed  in  the  construction  of  equipment  for  the  United 
States  military  forces  within  the  meaning  of  Rule  XVI. 

Inquiry 

An  assistant  engineer  in  the  Highway  Department  was  sus- 
pended on  December  31,  1917  on  account  of  lack  of  work.  From 
April  22,  1918  to  February  15,  1919  he  was  employed  by  a 
contracting  firm  upon  the  construction  for  the  United  States  of  the 
quartermaster's  storage  depot  at  Schenectady,  N.  Y.  His  separa- 
tion from  the  service  not  having  been  for  the  purpose  of  permitting 
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him  to  enter  war  work,  is  he  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  last 
sentence  in  subdivision  1  of  Rule  XVI  of  the  Civil  Service  Rules? 
Is  the  construction  of  a  government  warehouse  hy  an  independent 
contractor  such  war  work  as  is  contemplated  in  the  subdivision? 

Opinion 

Subdivision  1  of  Rule  XVI  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission provides: 

'^Any  person  who  has  held  a  position  by  appointment  under  the  Civil 
Services  rules,  as  the  result  of  examination,  and  who  has  been  separated 
from  the  service  through  no  delinquency  or  misconduct  on  his  part,  by 
removal,  resignation,  suspension,  by  leave  of  absence  without  pay,  may 
be  reinstated  without  re-examination  in  a  vacant  position  in  the  same 
office,  department  or  institution,  and  in  the  same  group,  subdivision  and 
grade,  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  such  separation;  or  may  be 
appointed  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  separation  from  the  service, 
to  a  position  to  which  he  was  eligiible  for  transfer;  provided  that  for 
original  entrance  to  the  position  proposed  to  be  filled  by  reinstatement, 
or  reappointment,  there  is  not  required  by  these  rules,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  commission,  an  examination  involving  essential  tests  or  qualifi- 
cations different  from  or  higher  than  those  involvul  in  the  examination 
for  original  entrance  to  the  position  formerly  held  by  the  person  proposed 
to  be  reinstated  or  appointed.  Absence  on  leave  for  more  than  one  year 
shall  be  deemed  the  equivalent  of  a  resignation  from  the  service  upon 
the  date  of  commencement  of  such  absence.  A  person  who  is  or  has 
been  on  leave  of  absence  will  not  be  eligible  to  compete  for  or  to  receive 
promotion  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  commission,  until  he  has 
resumed  tlie  performance  of  his  duties  for  a  period  equivalent  to  the 
aggregate  time  of  his  absence  on  leave  during  twelve  months  prior  to 
such  competition  or  promotion.  In  computing  period  of  time  under  the 
subdivision,  time  of  active  service  in  the  military  or  naval  forcee  of  the 
United  States  or  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  time  of  employment  in 
the  production,  construction  or  manufacture  of  equipment  or  supplies, 
or  in  war  relief  or  education  work,  for  such  forces,  shall  not  be 
considerexl." 

The  last  sentence,  in  somewhat  shorter  form,  was  added  to 
this  rule  shortly  after  the  United  States  declared  war  against 
Germany,  and  was  later  elaborated  to  include  "war  relief  or 
education  work"  which  branches  were  not  originally  mentioned. 
The  Legislature  had,  by  chapter  435  of  the  Laws  of  1917,  pro- 
vided protection  for  persons  in  the  civil  service  who  entered  the 
United  States  military  forces  under  stated  conditions.  The  pur- 
pose of  this  amendment  to  Rule  XVI  was  to  provide,  insofar 
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as  the  Civil  Service  Commissioii  had  jurisdiction  so  to  do,  for  the 
cases  of  persons  who  had  been  in  the  civil  service  and  were 
entitled  to  be  reinstated  within  a  year  of  their  separation  from 
the  service^  who  might  go  into  war  work  and  render  it  impossible 
to  be  reinstated  within  the  year  fixed  by  Rule  XVI,  and  it  was 
also  intended  to  take  care  of  persons  in  the  civil  service  and  on 
suspended  lists  who  might  enter  specified  war  work  other  than 
actual  military  service.  The  general  feeling  in  the  public  mind,  and 
undoubtedly  in  the  minds  of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners, 
at  the  time  Rule  XVI  was  amended  was  that  anyone  who  was 
willing  to  go  into  military  service  or  into  any  of  those  branches 
of  industry  upon  which  the  military  service  was  absolutely  depend- 
ent, should  be  put  in  a  position  where  he  would  suflFer  as  little 
prejudice  as  possible  by  reason  of  his  patriotic  action.  The  war 
now  seems  to  be  almost  over  but  the  broad-minded,  patriotic 
motives  underlying  Rule  XVI  should  be  borne  in  mind  in  con- 
struing that  rule  and  it  should  be  construed  in  a  broad-minded 
patriotic  way. 

Had  the  Civil  Service  Commission  wished  to  provide  that  where 
a  man  left  the  civil  service  for  the  purpose  of  doing  war  work 
he  should  have  a  year  after  the  termination  of  his  war  work  in 
which  to  be  reinstated  in  the  civil  service,  it  could  have  said  so 
in  so  many  words  but  it  did  not.    It  said : 

"In  computing  period  of  time  under  the  subdivision,  time  of  active 
service  in       •     ♦     •     (war  woric)     ♦     ♦     •     shall  not  he  coniidered." 

No  distinction  is  made  in  the  rule  between  the  man  who  obtained 
leave  of  absence  for  the  purpose  of  entering  war  work  and  the 
man  who  was  laid  oflF  for  lack  of  work,  who  before  his  year  was 
up  engaged  in  war  work  and  thus  put  himself  in  a  position  where, 
should  there  be  an  opportunity  for  reinstatement  in  the  civil  serv- 
ice, he  would  probably  be  unable  to  accept  it.  It  should  be  home 
in  mind  that  where  many  person  were  laid  oflF  for  lack  of  woik  it 
was  the  war  that  made  the  lay-oflF  necessary,  and  in  the  case 
of  seasonal  work,  such  as  that  upon  the  highways  and  canals,  it 
was  the  war  which  rendered  impossible  the  usual  reinstatement 
at  the  beginning  of  the  season  of  1918. 

In  my  mind  the  last  sentence  of  subdivision  1  of  Rule  XVI  is 
not  susceptible  of  such  interpretation.     Its  meaning  is  perfectly 
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plain  on  its  face.  In  computing  the  year  during  which  a  man 
may  be  Beparated  from  the  sendee  and  thereafter  reinstated^  time 
of  employment  in  stated  war  work  shall  not  he  considered,  whether 
that  time  began  at  the  beginning  of  the  separation  from  the 
service  or  later  on. 

When  we  recall  the  difficulties  that  were  experienced  by  the 
military  authorities  in  procuring  labor^  both  directly  and  indirectly, 
for  all  war  work  other  than  fighting ;  when  we  recall  the  way  it 
was  necessary  for  the  United  States  to  spread  propaganda,  and 
increase  wages  to  unheard  of  rates  for  the  purpose  of  getting  its 
ammunition  made,  its  ships  built,  and  its  buildings  constructed, 
we  understand  the  reason  for  the  broad  language  added  to  Rule 
XVI  excepting  from  consideration  "time  of  employment  in  the 
production,  construction,  or  manufacture  of  equipment  or  supplies, 
or  in  war  relief  or  education  work  for  such  (military)  forces." 
The  purpose  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  in  adding  this 
language  was  patriotic.  The  language  was  made  broad  enough 
to  include  almost  every  case  of  "  the  man  behind  the  man  behind 
the  gun."  If  the  engineer  with  respect  to  whom  this  inquiry  is 
made  had  asked,  in  the  spring  of  1918,  whether  he  had  better 
accept  employment  in  the  construction  of  the  quartermaster's  stor- 
age depot  or  had.  better  wait  and  see  whether  he  could  not  get 
reinstated  in  the  Highway  Department  on  the  first  of  May,  no 
one  would  have  hesitated  to  advise  him  to  go  into  the  war  work 
and  no  one  would  have  hesitated  to  say  that  he  would  have 
been  covered  by  the  amendment  to  Rule  XVI.  The  fact  that  the 
war  is  about  over  should  not  be  made  a  basis  for  holding  other- 
wise now,  or  for  putting  a  narrow  construction  on  what  was 
intended  to  be  a  broad  and  liberal  amendment  to  the  rule. 

The  fact  that  the  quartermaster's  storage  depot  was  constructed 
by  an  independent  contractor  and  not  by  direct  employees  of  the 
United  States  does  not  take  it  out  of  the  rule.  Practically  all  of 
the  munitions  were  made  under  independent  contract.  Ships 
were  constructed  under  an  independent  contract  with  the  Emer- 
gency Fleet  Corporation.  The  war  relief  and  education  work 
was  practically  all  carried  on  by  charitable  organizations  not 
a  part  of  the  United  States  government. 
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To  find  out  whether  war  work  comes  within  the  meaning  of 
the  amendment  to  Rule  XVI,  we  should  look  not  to  the  financial 
arrangements  with  respect  to  it  but  to  the  nature  and  purpose  of 
the  work.  The  construction  of  a  storage  warehouse  for  the  quarter- 
master's department  was  just  as  essential  to  the  development 
and  existence  of  the  army  as  was  the  construction  of  barracks  or 
the  manufacture  of  gas  masks  or  bullets. 

The  engineer  in  question  has  been  separated  from  the  service 
from  December  31,  1917  to  April  10,  1919,  a  period  of  16  montlM 
and  10  days,  but  in  computing  time  under  Rule  XVI  we  must 
omit  from  consideration  the  period  from  April  22,  1918  to 
February  15,  1919,  practically  10  months.  This  leaves  less  than 
seven  months  separation  from  the  service  where  the  rule  allows  at 
least  a  year.  The  reinstatement  of  the  engineer  mentioned,  in 
the  Highway  Department,  should  be  accepted  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission.

Education  Law,  §  94-a,  and  Article  39  —  Constitution,  Article 
VIII,  §  II  —  Civil  Service  Law,  §  9  —  State  School  for  the 
Blind  at  Batavia,  N.  Y. 

Section  94-a  of  the  Education  Law,  added  by  chapter  136  of  the  Laws 
of  1919,  does  not  affect  the  power  of  visitation  of  the  State  Board  of 
Charities  over  the  New  York  State  School  for  the  Blind,  nor  does  it 
take  the  teachers  in  that  school  out  of  the  classified  civil  service. 

Inquiry 

What  i-a  the  effect  of  chapter  136  of  the  Laws  of  1919  upon 
the  management  of  the  State  School  for  the  Blind  at  Batavia 
and  upon  the  classification  in  the  civil  service  of  the  teachera  of 
that  institution?

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Opinion" 

Section  11  of  article  VIII  of  the  Constitution  provides  that  the 
Legislature  shall  provide  for  a  State  Board  of  Charities  which 
shall  visit  and  inspect  all  institutions  which  are  of  a  charitable 
character,  except  those  made  subject  to  visitation  by  the  other  com- 
missions named  in  the  same  section*  If  the  State  School  for  the 
Blind  is  a  charitable  institution,  the  power  of  visitation  and 
inspection  is  vested  in  the  State  Board  of  Charities  by  the  con- 
stitution and  cannot  be  taken  away  from  the  State  Board  of 
Charities  by  the  Legislature.  That  the  school  for  the  blind  is 
a  charitable  institution,  in  so  far  as  it  clothes,  educates  and 
maintains  indigent  pupils  at  public  expense,  may  be  considered 
definitely  settled  by  the  case  of  People  ex  rel.  New  York  Institu- 
tion for  the  Blind  v.  Fitch,  164  N.  Y.  14.  In  everything  else 
the  school  is  an  educational  institution.  This  was  undoubtedly  in 
the  minds  of  the  Board  of  Statutory  Consolidation  and  the  Legis- 
lature when  the  statutory  provisions  relating  to  the  education  of 
the  blind,  and  particularly  to  the  New  York  State  School  for 
the  blind,  were  put  into  articles  38  and  39  of  the  Education 
Law.  Article  39  of  the  Education  Law  provides  for  the  con- 
tinued existence  of  the  school  and  puts  the  management  of  it  in 
the  board  of  trustees.  Control  of  such  matters  as  regulations  for 
admission  and  so  on  is  given  to  the  Commissioner  of  Education 
by  article  38  of  the  Education  Law.  I  know  of  no  powers  of 
regulation,  supervision  or  control  over  the  school  vested  in  the 
State .  Board  of  Charities,  except  the  powers  of  visitation  and 
inspection  which  are  constitutional. 

The  L^islature  of  1919  added  94-a  to  the  Education  Law  which 
purports  to  transfer  all  the  powers  of  regulation,  supervision  and 
control  heretofore  exercised  by  the  State  Board  of  Charities  over 
the  school  to  the  Commissioner  of  Education,  but  the  section 
carries  a  proviso  that  nothing  therein  contained  shall  in  any 
way  deprive  the  State  Board  of  Charities  of  its  powers  of  visita- 
tion and  inspection,  nor  in  any  way  affect  the  fiscal  control  of 
said  school  now  exercised  under  the  State  Charities  Law  by  the 
Fiscal  Supervisor  of  State  Charities.  Of  course  the  Legislature 
could  not  have  transferred  the  powers  of  visitation  and  inspection 
from  the  State  Board  of  Charities.    Apparently  it  did  not  wish 
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to  transfer  the  fiscal  control  from  the  Fifical  Supervisor.  I  am 
unaware  of  any  other  control  or  management  of  the  school  except 
those  provided  for  bj  the  Education  Law  and  vested  in  the  troc^tees 
of  the  school  and  the  Commissioner  of  Education.  It  would 
seem  to  me  that  the  section  is  as  nearly  nugatory  as  a  statute  could 
be. 

Section  9  of  the  Civil  Sbrvice  Law  divides  the  civil  service 
into  the  classified  and  unclassified  service.  The  unclassified  serv- 
ice includes  elective  offices,  offices  filled  by  the  Legislature,  cer- 
tain offices  in  the  appointment  of  the  Governor,  election  officers, 
heads  of  departments  "  and  persons  employed  in  or  who  seek 
to  enter  the  public  service  as  superintendents,  principals  or  teachers 
in  a  public  school  or  academy  or  in  a  state  normal  school  or 
college."  It  is  generally  understood  that  the  term  "  public  school " 
refers  to  one  of  the  common  schools  maintained  under  the  Educa- 
tion Law  by  a  political  subdivision  of  the  State,  and  does  not 
refer  to  the  State  schools  receiving  pupils  from  all  parts.  The 
phrase  "  normal  school  or  college  '^  in  this  State  has  been  applied 
only  to  schools  and  colleges  for  the  training  of  teachers  and  not 
generally  to  occupational  schools.  Teachers  in  schools  not  "  pub- 
lic "  and  not  "  normal  '^  would  not  fall  within  the  definition  of 
the  unclassified  service,  and  section  9  of  the  Civil  Service  Law 
goes  on  to  provide  that  the  classified  service  shall  comprise  all 
positions  not  included  in  the  unclassified  service.  For  many  years 
the  teachers  in  the  school  for  the  blind  have  been  considered  by 
the  Civil  Service  Commission,  and  every  body  else  cencerned,  to 
be  in  the  classified  service.  Chapter  136  of  the  Laws  of  1919 
has  not  changed  the  character  of  the  school  nor  made  it  any  more 
of  a  public  school  or  a  normal  school  than  it  was  before.  I  see 
no  reason  why  the  teachers  should  not  continue  to  be  regarded  as 
in  the  classified  civil  service.

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Public  Health  Law,  Article  VIII  —  Physicians  in  State  Institu- 
tions —  Licenses. 

In  the  absence  of  specific  legislation  upon  the  subject,  a  resident 
physician  on  the  staff  of  a  State  institution  is  not  required  to  be 
licensed  to  practice  medicine  under  Article  VIII  of  the  Public  Health 
Law,  but  his  qualifications  are  matters  to  be  determined  by  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  or  the  appointing  authority  in  their  discretion. 

Inquiby 
Is  a  person  on  the  civil  service  competitive  list,  and  satisfactory 
to  the  appointing  authority,  eligible  to  such  a  position  as  resident 
physician  in  the  New  York  State  Hospital  for  Crippled  Children, 
or  Letchworth  Village,  without  being  licensed  to  practice  medicine 
under  Article  VIII  of  the  Public  Health  Law  ? 

Opinion 

As  a  police  measure,  to  prevent  quackery  and  to  protect  both 
the  health  and  the  pocket  books  of  the  public,  the  Public  Health 
Law,  in  article  VIII  prohibits  the  practice  of  medicine  by  persons 
not  licensed  as  therein  prescribed.  It  is  a  general  rule  of  statutory 
construction  that  an  act,  in  general  words,  limiting  or  diminiflh- 
ing  rights  existing  in  the  public  at  common  law,  will  not  be  con- 
strued to  dimini^  any  right  of  the  State,  in  the  absence  of  specific 
words  indicating  an  unmistakable  intent  so  to  do.  (cf.  1  Mc- 
Kinney  Cons.  L.  129).  So,  while  individuals  may  no  longer 
practice  medicine  without  a  license,  the  Public  Health  Law  does 
not  prevent  the  State  from  practicing  medicine  through  agents. 

Business  corporations  may  not  practice  medicine  without  violat- 
ing article  VIII  of  the  Public  Health  Law,  but  hospital  cor- 
porations and  dispensaries  can  and  do  practice  medicine,  the 
statutory  authority  for  their  organization  being  regarded  by  the 
courts  as  entitling  them  to  practice  medicine.  (People  v.  Wood- 
bury Dermatological  Inst.,  WS  N.  Y.  465.) 

Hospitals  for  the  care  of  the  sick  and  insane,  maintained  by  the 
State,  can  and  must  practice  medicine  to  accomplish  their  ends. 
While  the  Public  Health  Law  does  not  specifically  authorize  them, 
or  the  State,  through  them,  to  practice  medicine,  any  more  than 
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it  specifically  authorizes  hospital  corporations  or  dispensaries 
to  do  so,  it  cannot  be  construed  to  prevent  the  former  any  more 
than  the  latter  from  performing  the  functions  for  which  th^  were 
created. 

The  action  of  the  state,  like  that  of  any  corporation,  is  neces- 
sarily vicarious.  In  practicing  medicine,  the  state,  like  a  hospital 
corporation  must  act  through  natural  persons.  Is  there  anything 
in  the  statutes  forbidding  the  state,  in  practicing  medicine,  from 
acting  through  unlicensed  practitioners  ?  I  do  not  think  so.  Resi- 
dent members  of  the  staffs  of  legally  incorporated  hospitals  are 
specifically  excluded  from  the  operation  of  Article  VIII  of  the 
Public  Health  Law  by  the  terms  of  section  173.  In  this  way  the 
hospitals,  by  their  managers  and  trustees,  are  given  the  responsibil- 
ity for  the  qualifications  of  their  resident  medical  staffs,  and  the 
State  Board  of  Medical  Examiners  is  relieved  of  that  duty.  The 
Legislature  regards  the  public  amply  protected  by  the  presence 
of  the  hospital  management. 

The  reasons  underlying  the  exemption  of  incorporated  hospitals 
and  their  resident  staffs  from  the  examinations  provided  for  in 
Article  VIII  of  the  Public  Health  Law,  apply  even  more  strongly 
to  the  case  of  a  state  institution.  For,  in  the  first  place  there  is 
no  possibility  of  a  state  institution  being  created  for  the  purpose 
of  defrauding  the  public,  and  in  the  second  place,  the  resident 
members  of  the  staff  of  a  state  institution  are  selected  by  and 
remain  under  the  control  of  the  management  and  of  a  state 
board  —  amd  they  com  only  he  appointed  after  their  merit  and  fit- 
ness has  been  ascertained  through  examinaiion  by  the  Civil  Serv- 
ice Commission.  This  is  true  at  least  of  subordinate  members  of 
the  medical  staffs  of  all  state  institutions. 

I  believe,  therefore,  that  the  prohibitions  against  the  practice 
of  medicine,  contained  in  Article  VIII  of  the  Public  Health  Law, 
should  not  be  construed  to  restrict  the  power  of  the  state,  through 
its  institutions  to  practice  medicine,  nor  to  employ,  in  so  doing, 
persons  duly  selected  and  appointed  as  provided  by  law,  whose 
merit  and  fitness  have  been  tested  and  approved  by  the  Civil  Serv- 
ice Commission.  And,  accordingly,  it  is  my  opinion  that  (in  the 
absence  of  specific  provisions  of  law  with  respect  to  specified  insti- 
tutions) the  law  does  not  require  subordinate  medical  officers  in 
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state  institutions,  in  the  competitive  class  of  the  civil  service,  to 
be  licensed  under  Article  VIII  of  the  Public  Health  Law. 

The  discretion  vested  in  the  Civil  Service  Commission  is  broad, 
as  is  the  discretion  vested  in  the  appointing  power  in  state  institu- 
tions, and  I  think  either  or  both  of  them  may  well  take  into  con- 
sideration the  possession  or  lack  of  a  New  York  license,  or  for  that 
matter  the  possession  or  lack  of  a  lit^ense  from  another  jurisdic- 
tion, or  the  possession  or  lack  of  a  medical  school  degree,  bb  well 
as  the  standing  of  such  school,  in  passing  upon  the  merit  and  fit- 
ness of  a  candidate  for  any  of  the  positions  under  discussion.
